DENTIST OF TAKING 
GOLD FROM TEIA 


State Board of Examiners Hears 
Testimony, Revokes J. M. 
Marshall’s License. 


The Missouri State Board of Dental 
Examiners has revoked the license of 


Dr. James M. Marshall, who, until Oct. N 
0, had an office in the Metropolitan 


Building. At a hearing at the Planters 
Hotel Wednesday three women testified 
Marshall took gold from their mouths 
when he was treating them and failed 
to return it. 

Mrs. Sarah M. Edwards of 1225 North 
Garrison avenue said that in April, 1912, 
she became a patient of Dr. Marshail 


and paid him $53, for which he was to 
put a gold bridge in her mouth, but that 
after doing a part of the work he re- 
fused to finish it or refund her money. 
Mrs. Ada M. Ellmer of 9971 Morgan 
street declared that in August, 1911, she 
paid Marshall $75 for work to be done 
on her teeth. She said Marshall told 
her it was necessary to remove two gold 
bridges and that he refused to replace 
them or to finish the work on her teeth 
after he had ground them down to re- 
celve crowns. 

Mrs. Florence M. White of 1009 North 
Garrison avenue submitted an affidavit 
alleging Marshall took from her mouth 
a gold bridge and two gold crowns and 
converted them to his own use, ignor- 
ing her demands that he return them. 
The board, of which Dr. T. E. Turner 
of St. Louis is president, voted unani- 
mously to revoke Marshall's license. 
Marshall did not appear at the trial 
to answer the charges. 

Marshall’s case was first brought to 
the attention of the authorities last 
Tune, when he had been absent from his 
office, which was then at 1103 North 
Grand avenue, for two weeks without 
leaving any one in charge or leaving 
an explanation of his whereabouts. 

Mrs. Wilhelma Lanham, of 3124 Sher- 
idan avenue, whose front teeth, both 
upper and lower, had been filed down 
preliminary to some bridge work, called 
at the dentist’s office June 5 and found 
him taking up the carpet. He asked 
Mrs. Lanham to call later in the day, 
saying that he was busy with some 
house cleaning, and when she returned 
the second time she found the office de- 
serted. His whereabouts was not known 
at his home. 

Mrs. Edwards and Mrs. Ellmer, who 
were also at that time waiting on 
Marshall for the completiop of dental 
work, expressed great concern about his 
disappearance and said they were afraid 
he had met with foul play. His wife's 
mother, Mrs. John L. McLean of 3658 
Cook avenue, said she thought his 
#trange action was due to a nervous 
breakdown and that he would soon be 
all right. 

Later Marshall returned and opened 
an office in the Metropolitan building.

New Law Bars All Free Trans- 
portation After January 
1, 1914. 


The railroad pass will pass out of 
existence in Illinois on New Year’s day, 
and the holders of annuals, .-doly 


visits to relatives in distant parts of 
the State. Hereafter they will have to 
pay 2 cents a mile or stay at home. 
Other forms of “honest graf t“ are also 
to cease in Illinois with the coming 
of 1914, under a statute passed by the 
last session of the Assembly. This 
statute forbids public service corpora- 
tions to furnish complimentary service 
of any kind to any person. 
This will mean that any Aldermen or 
influential citizens who may have been 
getting free gas, electric light or wa- 
ter will hereafter get monthly bills for 
the service like other peop:e. Maybrs 
will not have complimentary tele- 
phones, with free extensions to the sec. 
ond floor. 
But the greatest mourning will go up, 
it is predicted, over the cutting off of 
free railroad transportation. This will 
hit the big shipper, who has heretofore 
received this complimentary recognition 
of the volume of his business, the poli- 
ticilan and office holder, and the editor 
of the county-seat newspaper. The edit- 
or’s pass has been, at least theoretical- 
ly, paid for in advertising, but the new 
law does not recognize this transaction, 
and the editor will have to buy his 
ticket and the railroad to pay cash for 
its advertising. 
The Chicago & Alton and the Iilinols 
Central were the first to send out notices 
of the impending blow at the financey 
of some of their most regular passen- 
gers. They are the roads that have 
suffered the most from demands for 
free transportation, as they nave 
through lines between Chicago and St. 
Louis, both passing through Springfield, 
the State capital. 
The Wabash sent out a similar notice 
Wednesday, informing all past recipi- 
ents of its courtesies that they would 
not be renewed for next year. 
The law is so strict that some doubt 
exists whether the physicians and law.

“The dangers of wood alcohol in bay 
rum is that it -may cause blindness 
through absorption’ by the skin as well 
as by inhalation of fumes. The law 
ought to stop its use except within lim- 
its very well defined. 

When wood alcohol is compounded in 
varnishes, means should be taken t» 
guard against inhalation. The need of 
regulation of the traffic is very urgent. 
In the stereopticon views illustrating 
my talk, I shall show from actual ex- 
amples how persons become absolutely 
blind, beyond cure.“

Houston Wants Stricter Laws 
Labeling Cosmetics. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 18.—Secretary of 
Agriculture Houston, whose attention 
has been drawn by a New York commit- 
tee to wood alcohol adulterations, said 
that one of th® serious limitations of the 
food and drug acts is that it allows the 
use of wood alcohol in remedies for ex- 
ternal applications. Hence the Federal 
ouchorities, he said, have not been able 
te control the manufacture of cosmetics 
containing injurious drugs, remedies for 
cbesity and leanness or to restrain man- 
ufacturers of external applications ir 
the use of wood alcohol. 

He will seek authority to require the 
publication of the fact of such on labels. 
The report of the New York committee 
to him says that half the cases of eye 
weakness in New York may be traced 
to wood alcohol in bay rum and other 
external lotions.

She said she would write to 
him and get another one.” 

On cross-examination the plaintiff 
admitted that he and the priest had 
been on friendly terms up to the time 
Pawlikowski left this city and that he 
had carried the priest's grip to the 
train.

TO ATTACK CAPITAL 


Victorious Rebel General Pre- 
paring to Hurl Double Force 
Against the City. 


Bpecial to the Post-Dispatch. 
EL PASO, Tex., Dec. 18.—To attack 


Mexico City in co-operation with Za- 
pata’s rebel forces and those camped 
near Tampico, Gen. Francisco Villa, 
rebel dictator in the State of Chihua- 


hua, is organizing an army of 15,000, 
according to refugees arriving lere to- 
day from Torreon. Villa's sei:ure of 
Federal troop supplies in his victory 
at Terre Blance and later at Villa Ahu- 
mada gives him plenty of equipment: 
for a hurried trip to the capital and 
to prevent being bottled up by the 
Federals, who have threatened to at- 
tack him. 

Gens. Orozco and Salazar, command- 
ing irregular forces, have been ordered 
from Ojinaga by Gen. Mercado, who 
has been directed by the Mexican War 
Department to attack Chihuahua with 
5000 men. 

Villa has already sent Manclovia 
Herrera with his command to Parral, 
where the rebels are to be joined by 
several thousand recruits, who have 
been operating in the vitinity of Par- 
ral and Torreon, 

Gonzales to Ald Villa. 

To check the advance of the rebels 
southward are Gens, Velasco and Argu- 
mendo with 5000 Federals at Torreon. 
The refugees assert it is Villa’s in- 
tention to reinforce Herrera from his 
own command at Chihuahua, now num- 
bering 4500, but which is being recruit- 
ed and will be augmented by the force 
which was sent to harrass the Federals 
in their flight to Ojinaga. 

Pablo Gonzales, commander of the vic- 
torious rebels at Victoria, is also count- 
ed on to join Villa’s advance with his 
force of 5000, making an army of 15,000 
that will attack Mexico City from the 
north, while Zapata and other leaders 
close in from the south 

From a lake west of Chihuahua the 
rebels have recovered 125,000 rounds of 
seven millimeter Mauser cartridges and 
two machine guns, which the Federais 
discarded as they fled to the border. 

Zapata Close to Capital. 

Even the Huerta administration ad- 
mits the presence of Gen Zapata with- 
in 20 miles of the capital, and it is 
known that his advance lines have ap- 
proached to within cannon fire of the 
very city itself, although the Govern- 
ment claims that the rebels were de- 
cisively routed at San Lorenzo and the 
Zapatas driven to refuge in the rough 
Boer-like country at the base of Mount 
Ajusco. 

This is about 20 miles away from 
Huerta’s single stronghold. The Fed- 
eral District, in which the operations are 
occurring, bears the same relation to the 
Mexican capital as the District of Co- 
lumbia to Washington.

Carl, the artist, BAN gained interna- 
tional renown by her portrait of the 
late Empress Dowager Tu Ann of 
China. 

In Chita Carl occupies the post of 
senior Commissioner of Customs. 

Mrs. Cart, ‘who was Mary Ruth Col- 
lins, went to the Orient in 1900, directly 
following her wedding. 

Long residence in a foreign land has 
made a trained diplomat of Mrs. Carl, 
and although young, vivacious and an 
entertaining conversationalist, she is 
conservative and guarded in her discus- 
sion of conditions in China. 

Years Needed for Reform. 

“China today,” she said, “is a seeth- 
ing mass, in the throes of internal dis- 
sensions and revolution, and foreigners 
should remember that she needs many 
generations to really change or mold a 
new character. 

The missionaries in China are a 
splendid lot of earnest, consecrated men 
and women, who are accomplishing 
wonders for education and the-opening 
up of medical study in China, They 
are all university trained people, and 
aré helping more than any other single 
force tn the evolution of the Chinese 
character. Yale mission, especially, lo- 
cated in Changha, a town in Hunan, 
about 800 miles up the Yangtse River, is 
déservirig of much credit for the work 
it is doing in this respect. 

“Chinese women, while they Still 
strictly preserve their Oriental individ- 
ualism in matters of dress, like to wear 
skirts that are cut on foreign lines, and 
the American shoe with a heel (not 
high, but nevertheless a heel is grad- 
ually appearing among them. 

“Tt is curious what a fascination a 
watch has for these people. It is not 
uncommon to see a Chinese woman, or 
man, wearing three or four watches, 
and in some of the palaces and private 
homes fourteen or fifteen clocks are 
going at once, many in the same room.“ 

No Debutarte Slouch There. 

‘Ig there anything like the ‘debutante 
slouch’ in the carriage of fashionable 
Chinese women?” Mra. Carl was asked. 
“Such a thing is unheard of,” she re- 
plied. “The Chinese woman’s ideal is a 
modest, quiet demeanor, and this is 
really what she strives. for. You will 
understand me better, perhaps, when 
I explain that a Chinese woman wears 
seven or eight bracelets on each arm, 
and it Is an old, traditional precept 
among them, inculcated from 

youth, that a Chinese woman should try 
to walk in such a way that her jade 
bracelets will make no noise.”

Wright, said he had all but perfected 
a fool-proof aeroplane. He told of a 
stabilizer, which. will control the ma- 
chine better than a human hand.

SOUTH LOSES 165 
DELERATES IN GOP 
PARTY CONVENTION 


National Committee Adopts a 
New Scheme of Repre- 
sentation. 


By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 18—The mem- 
bers of the National Republican Com- 
mittee lopped 165 off of the Southern 
representation at the next national con- 
vention, and ended their meeting here 
last night. 

The plan to hold a convention in the 
immediate future to reorganize and re- 
vivify the party was voted down by a 
large majority. 

Under the new scheme of representa- 
tion the South will have less than one 
sixth of the delegates in the next con- 
vention. Formerly it has had as high 
as 40 per cent, which was later cut to 3 
per cent. 

Former Gov. Hadley, as proxy for the 
Louisiana member, voted for the resolu- 
tion. Hiram Lloyd, sitting as proxy for 
T. K. Niedringhaus of Missouri, voted 
the same way. No response was heard 
when Illinois was called. H. I. Remmel 
of Arkansas, who had fought against 
a proposed plan which would have re- 
duced Arkansas’ representation eight 
delegates, voted for the final plan adopt- 
ed, under which Arkansas will lose only 
three. Missouri loses no delegates un- 
der the new apportionment, nor will 
Kansas. Illinois will lose two.

MILLIONAIRES ARE 
THICK IN ENGLAND 


There Are 4000 of Them and 
Their Millions Are in Pounds 


Sterling, Not Cheap Dollars. 

LONDON, Dec. 18.—There are now, 
according to the Inland Revenue Com- 
missioner, more than 4,000 millionaires 
in the United Kingdom of Great Brit- 
ain and Ireland. That is to say, there 
are 4143 Britons with an income ot 
$60,000. or more a year. Such an in- 
come capitalized at 4 per cent equals 
$1, „ and it is on this basis the 

issioners make their estimate. 

A~‘“millionaire’’ in Great Britain is 
a person who possesses a million pounds 
sterling, equal to $6,000,000 or the equiv- 
alent thereof in income—$260,000, Of this 
class there are no fewer than 214 
judged by their income returns. Of 
the number 56 have incomes of $250,000 
to $325,000; 87 have incomes of $325,000 
to $260,000; 55 have incomes of $360,000 
to $500,000, and 66 have incomes of 3000, - 
000 or over. There are 11,800 Britons 
with $25,000 or over yearly income. 
Last year 106 British estates of $1,000,- 
000 or over paid death duties; and in the 
past 10 years death duties have been 
paid on no fewer than 81 estates which 


000 or more.

money is invested abroad is shown by 


the fact that the income alone last 
year drawn by Britons from their for- 
eign securities ‘totaled 20,000, 000

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FREEHOLDERS CET 
OPINION TONIGHT 
ON SINGLE HOUSE 


Henry S. Caulfield to Make 
Ruling on Legality of Pro- 
posal of Board. 
— 

The, most important problem under 
consideration by the Board of Free- 
holders—whether to provide for a legis- 
lative body of one or two houses—prob- 
ably will be determined at Thursday 
night's meeting in the Municipal Courts 

building. 

Former Judge Henry 8. Caulfield, 
counsel for the board, will give on opin- 
ton on whether the charter may provide 


for a single legislative house, nominated 
elected by general ticket, but from 


wards or districts, so that not more 
than one member shall reside in any one 
ward or district. 

Several weeks ago the board decided 
to provide for one house, the members 
to be nominated by wards or districts 
and elected at large. Judge Caulfield 
held that this plan would be illegal. 

Holds Back on Other Work. 

While the members of the board havé 
expressed themselves freely in favor of 
one house, they have also gone on rec- 
ord as favoring district representation. 
The State constitution provides that 
where there is only one house, the 
members must be elected at large. 

The board has been holding back on 
its other work until the Assembly ques- 
tion should be finally disposed of. Sev- 
eral members have declared that they 
did not wish to commit themselves on 
other important phases of the charter 
until it had been determined whether 
there should be one or two houses. 

If Judge Caulfield upholds the legality 
of the plan submitted to him, it is con- 
sidered probable that the Freeholders 
will adopt it, and recommend that an 
amendment to the State Constitution be 
passed giving the city full authority to 
have a single legislative body, with the 
members nominated and elected by 
wards or districts, 

Board Almost Evenly Divided. 

If Judge Caulfield decides the plan is 
illegal, then it will be up to the board 
to determine whether to provide for the 
present two-house system, with a Coun- 
cil nominated and elected at large and 
e House of Delegates nominated and 
elected by wards, or a single legislative 
body nominated and elected at large. 
While the members have not formally 
expressed their views by a vote on these 
particular questions, the range of dis- 
cussion has indicated that the board 
will be almost evenly divided on tha 
question of one or two houses,

GREATEST OF RECENT CARDINALS. 

If a place of such commanding influence in the 
Catholic Church as to be next to that of the Pope 
himself were to be conceded to anyone, such 
second place would probably be assigned to the 
late Cardinal Mariano Rampolla. As Secretary of 
State to Leo XIII he directed during 16 stormy 
years the foreign policy of the papacy. But for 
Austria’s veto, interposed because of his conduct 
of the affairs of his department, chiefly in favor- 
ing France, he rather than the Patriarch of Ven- 
ice might have been the choice for Pope of the 
1803 conclave. Many of the great minds of the 
church, including, it is said, Pius X himself, have 
long looked on him as the probable successor of 
the present Pontiff, and his eligibility was dis- 
cussed in especially favoring terms some months 
ago when the Pope’s illness was still critical. _ 

It would be natural if the new attitude toward 
the church of France which had been the 
recipient of so many proofs of his regard and on 
whose behalf he had lost the office of chief au- 
thority, had deeply affected him. Though he had 
lived for a decade in retirement, avoiding diplo- 
macy and concerning himself with ecclesiastical 
matters only, the world-wide impression he had 
made on the church has been much in evidence. 
That his work during two pontificates will make 
him a historical figure in the hierarchy seems at 
this time a just estimate. 

At least he had qualities recalling those strong 
old Cardinals of the past whose practical grasp of 
large affairs and masterly capacity for direction 
made them international figures of major im- 
portance in their time.

LATEST RADIUM CANCER CURES. 
“Not only wonderful, but almost unbelievable,” 
is the verdict of Dr. Howard A. Kelly of Johns 
Hopkins and Dr. Robert Abbe of New York on 
the curative properties of radium applied to can- 
cer. That its power might avail against the 
scourge Was suspected very soon after the ‘dis- 
covery of the element in 1898. More than a do- 
cade ago a radio-therapy had grown up. Not only 
disappointing results on diseased tissue, but harm 
to healthy tissue was however, caused by ignor- 
ance of the proper method of applying the new 
substance. While years of experimentation has 
taught something about effective uses of radium, 
science even yet is able to claim uniform results 
only in the case of external cancer in its early 
stages. But under the same circumstances, com- 
paratively simple operations also give relief. 

The encouraging thing for victims of the fright- 
ful disease, who should be afforded every povsible 
hope, is that radium is now proved to attack 
cancer under conditions justifying a belief that its 
attack may be equally effective under other con- 
ditions when new ways of directing its a 
are found.

INPOSTAL SAVINGS} 


Arrest Is Made Here on Descrip- 
tion by Chicago Postoffice 
Authorities. 


Fred Flefisch, who says he is a paint- 
er and whom the police found in the 
3400 block on Lucas avenue, was ar- 
rested Wednesday afternoon on a de- 
scription furnished by the Chicago postal 
authorities, charged with attempting to 
forge postal savings certificates in Chi- 
cago, where he was known by the name 
of George Hendrix. 

The alleged offense was committed in 
July, 1912, and was participated in by 
Edward Burthardt, who was later ar- 
rested in St. Louis and sentenced by 
the Federal Court in. Chicago to two 
years’ imprisonment in the Federal pen- 
itentiary at Leavenworth, Kan. 

Fleifisch and Burthardt had previously 
been implicated in burglaries in St. 
Louis for which Burthardt had received 
a sentence to the penitentiary and Flei- 
fisch was at the time serving a year in 
the workhouse for this offense. 


At the completion of the nen 
Fleifisch was to have been turned over 
to the Federal authorities, but through 
some mistake he was released, and 
could mot be located until the officers 
found him Wednesday. 

It is charged that Fieifisech and Burt- 
hardt were rooming together in Chi- 
cago in the summer of 1912 and that 
they stole from Joseph Jaeger a suit 
case. containing a number of certificates 
of deposit in the postal savings bank 
of that city. These were taken to the 
postal savings department where they 
attempted to withdraw the deposit after 
signing Jaeger’s name to them, it is 
charged. The clerk m charge hap- 
pened to remember Jaeger and refused 
to cash the certificates. He notified 
the Postoffice Inspector in charge, who | 
began a search for the two men. 


PRESIDENT TO GIVE FIRST 
CABINET DINNER TONIGHT 


Executive Hopes to Take Two 
Weeks’ Rest After He Signs 
Currency Bill. 

By Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 18.—President 
Wilson will give his first Cabinet dinner 
tonight at the White House. A few in- 
vited guests outside the Cabinet will be 
present, among them John Purroy 
Mitchel, Mayor-elect of New York. It 
will be the first state function of the 
season and the usual official receptions 
and dinners will follow. 

The New Year’s reception will not be 
held this year, as the President will go 
away for the Christmas holidays. There 
is a possibility that the diplomatic re- 
ception, scheduled for Jan. 6, may be 
delayed a few days to give the President 
a longer rest in a Southern climate. 

The agreement to vote on the cur 
rency bill in the Senate on the legisla- 
tive day of Friday, with prospects of its 
being brought to the President for sig- 
nature Monday or Tuesday, have made 
Mr. Wilson's plans for a vacation more 
definite. He will leave Washington im- 
mediately after signing the bill and will 
be away for at least two weeks and 
possibly three. It has not been an- 
nounced to what place the President 
will go, but the selection is said to have 
narrowed down to some point on the 
Mississippi coast or Asheville, N. C. 

The President had few engagements 
for today. He arranged to take part in 
planting an elm tree on the White House 
lawn on the spot where the Cleveland 
elm was uprooted by a storm several 
months ago. 


MURDER TRIAL REVEALS, 
SCHMIDT AS A FORGER 


Priest on Trial for Killing Anna 
Aumuller Said to Have Offered 
to Sell Bogus Diplomas. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 18—Testimony of 
witnesses who appeared before the 
German High Court of Munich when 
Hans Schmidt was tried for offering 
to sell forged certificates and diplomas 
to students was read today at Schmidt's 
trial for the murder of Anna Aumuel- 
ler. 

A search of Schmidt’s room in Mu- 
nich revealed blank diploma forms and 
facsimiles of the seals of the Latin 
School of Mainz and of the Royal Sec- 
retary of the University of Mains.
